Journal, I)r. Eve describes an interest- 
ing series of experiments made by him 
with the instrument. He was able to 
delect the nature of obscure fractures 
by the character of the sounds con- 
ducted through the instrument, and 
could differentiate aneurisms from tu- 
mors by the sounds of pulsation. Intra- 
cranial and muscular sounds were mnde 
out with great clearness, and in diag- 
noses for stone the instrument worked 
with mathematical acuracy. Tho doc- 
tor suggests that an amliphone con- 
structed on the principle of the micro- 
phone would prove inestimable to peo- 
ple of impaired hearing.
